But it is certainly 
manifest that these riots succeed- 
ed in highlighting the grievances 
of the youngsters of the slums, 
particularly those whose parents 
had immigrated from the Middle 
East. There has been much more 
understanding since of their posi- 
tion, and some action has been 
taken to provide redress. 

More recently, Kiryat Arba 
settlers took the law into their 
own hands by taking up residence 
in Hebron without prior permis- 
sion and got what they wanted 
from the military authorities. 
Gush Emunim efforts to force the 
Government to let them settle 
Ma'ale Adumim also seem to have 
paid dividends. On the other 
hand, all the provocations of 
Gush Emunim during the 
Kissinger visit, including the 
revolting posters calling him a 
“Jew-boy" and linking him with 
assassinated Bernadotte — were 
treated with studied coolness by 
the Premier, who went calmly on 
his way to get the interim 
agreement endorsed by the 
Knesset. 

We are left with an uneasy feel- 
ing that the street succeeds in dic- 
tating policies when the Govern- 
ment wants it to do so, but falls 
when the Government is really op- 
posed to ite wighes.

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SPEAKING on October 6, 1974, on 
the occasion of the firat anniver- 
sary of Egypt's crossing of the 
Suez Canal, President Sadat ex- 
tolled the Yom Kippur War as the 
“most glorious" manifestation of 
Arab unity, solidarity and co- 
operation that the Arab world had 
known in modern times. In Oc- 
tober, 1975, no Arab leader could 
have made that claim — and none 
did. 

Even a yoar ago, the wartime 
coalition, with Egypt, Syria and 
Saudi Arabla at its core and the 
rest of the Arab countries forming 
its outer orbits, had already 
shown some serious strains. But 
the war itself was generally 
perceived as so powerful a symbol 
of all-Arab solidarity that, in com- 
parison, the later quarrels seem- 
ed insignificant.

WHEN THE SIRENS started 
wailing that Saturday afternoon, I 
did not belleve at first that they 
meant full-scale war.

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MY OWN reaction to the latest 
economic edicts was to tell my 
family that we should do οἷν bit °° rere 


for the national economy by 
boycotting foreign products as 
much as possible. Most of what we 
buy anyway is made in Israel, but 
a few Imports do creep into the 
family shopping basket. 

My firat target, by chance, was 
the children's brand of toothpaste 
called ‘‘Piccolo,'' which I 
assumed was forelgn. Its labelling 
ia entirely in English, and a phar- 
macist had told me it came from 
Italy. Later, he claimed it was 
local. The manufacturer is Onel 
Laboratories, whose address, so 
far I have failed to locate. 

My neighbourhood discount per- 
fumery carries no leas than five 
types of imported toothpaste. I 
asked the proprietor why 
customers buy them, despite their 
high prices. ‘‘Oh, each of them haa 
a particular flavour,"’ he aaid. 

“And what toothpaste do you 
use at home?" I asked him. 

“Would you belleve me, I don't 
even know. Whatever happens to 
be next to the sink" was hia reply. 

"But," I pressed him, “8 it 
foreign, or locally made? 

“Local, of course,’* he replied 
without hesitation. ‘I’m not 
crazy!" 

After my toothpaste pronounce- 
ment to our three little daughters, 
I began to wonder whether [ had 
not been overly zenlous tn my 
“buy Isracl'’ campaign. After all, 
do the few imported consumer 


‘ {tems we buy make any difference 


to the country's tremendous 
foriegn trade gap? 

My answer is a resounding 
"yes," 

The Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, I am pleased to report, 
agrees with me. My source of in- 
formation at the Ministry says "it 
can only be a biessing”’ If the con- 
sumer would learn to prefer the 
local product wherever possible. 
It strongthens local industry, as 
well as helping our internallonal 
balance of payments. 

Obviously, Israel ag a country 
cannat close her doors (o Imports. 
Trade is a two-way atreot. Bul 
there are so many, many items 


‘ which Israc] must buy from 


abroad — military hardware, of 
course, but also other essential

goods including metals and 
chemicals and wood pulp and raw 
diamonds and basic foodstuffs 
such ag graing and sugar. Our 
balance of trade is weighted 
heavily enough against us without 
the consumer making it even 
worse by running after such 
frivolous luxuries as imported 
soap and toothpasté and 
cigarettes and chocolates and 
shoes and dresses. There are ever 
so many things which we make 
perfectly well right here in Israel. 

Israel is gradually acquiring 
full membership in the European 
Common Market and hence must 
lower tariff barriers with it, Yet 
the balance of trade is 
overwhelmingly in Europe's 
favour today. From the United 
States, evon apart from military 
supplies, we buy more than twice 
what we sell there. The only part 
of tho globe with which Israel has 
a favourable balance of trade 1g 
the so-called “doveloping world." 

All too often, I am sorry to say, 
foreign products sell here on the 
basis of their ‘snob appeal" 
alone. There is an unfortunate 
tendency among tho Teraoli public 
to feel that If something is im- 
ported, it must bo better. This at- 
titude, In turn, spurs shopkoepors 
to stock foreign goods and to men- 


tion this fact loudly to customers. 
Sometimes It even encourages 
local manufacturers to label 
goods fn such a way as to look as 
though they are made abroad. We 
need to be reminded that the label 
“Made in Israel" is highly 
respected in many countries. 


I HAVE a few pet peeves when it 
comes to imports on the local 
market. One of these is shoes. 

A short stroll on Tel Aviv's 
fashionable Dizengoff Road shows 
that winter dress shoes for 
women, made in Israel, cost 
somewhere between 11180 and 
1L220 this year. Imported (mainly 
Italian) shoes for women in 
similar styles cost anywhere from 
IL 845, I stopped in front of the win- 
dow at ‘Glezers-Magli,"" which 
specializes in Italian imports. The 
price tags for women's dress 
shoes read 11.395 to IL496. The top 
shelf of the window carries no 
price taga at all. ‘Those shoes," a 
saleswoman sald, “cost ILG95'and 
11.696 a pair." : 

Who noeds them? Where in 
Heaven's name is any Israel! 
wonian going ot this season that 
requires ἃ pair οὗ imported shoes 
at IL605? If she has so much 
money to spare, and fecls she 
must have something ''ex- 


clusive,'' why not have shoes 
custom-made? At least some poor 
Israeli shoemaker will get the 
business. 

The consumer should realize 
that the rotail price of Imported 
shoes represents a tremendous 
Markup on the actual value at 
source. The fancy price tags in- 
elude high customs duties, ship- 
ping costs and substantial im- 
porters' and retailers’ profits. 
You are getting far more value for 
money when you buy local shoes. 
And if anything should go wrong 
with the shoes, you have a local 
factory to complain to, 


TAKE another example: beer. It 
may interest you to know that 
many foreign diplomats and 
members of the foreign press 
corps have told me that they are 
perfectly satisfied drinking Israeli 
beer, particularly Goldstar and 
our “export quality" brand, Mac- 
cahi. They alao drink local winea 
and brandies very happily — 
although they must-buy foreign 
whisky, if that [8 their drink, since 
none is made here. (The experi- 
ment with locally-bottled ‘‘Ascot" 
whisky, was soon discontinued.) 

Tollet soaps are another area in 
which I am baffled by the pop- 
ularity of foreign brands. Surely 
on the world market, “olive oll 
soap" — such as Olivia or Mem 
Olive — would be well received, 
and yet Israelis mysteriously 
seem to need imported Lux from 
England and Maja from Spain. 

Cosmetics, in general, form an 
interesting fleld. Leading inter- 
national brand-name cosmetics — 
Helena Rubinstein, Revion, Mary 
Quant and Helen Curtis — are 
manufactured or at least packag: 
ed in Israel today. But heaven for- 
fend that the manufacturers 
‘should print the words ‘Made in 
Israel"' on the labels! The 
Ministry of Health's Phar- 
maceutical Department tells me 
that the law requires all cosmetics 
and toothpastes made in Israel to 
be labelled with some Hebrew 
description, at least enough to 
define what the product ts (Le. 
“facial cleansing cream'') andthe 
name and address of the producer. 
An Imported product must alao 
show in Hebrew what the item Is 
and name the importer. 


The department admits that 
this regulation has not been 
properly enforced, but promises 
that the situation will change, 
thanks to pressure from the Israel 
Consumer Council. In future, the 
Ministry says, it will prosecute 
firms which do not label in 
Hebrew as they should. The 
Ministry's supervision does not 
cover toflet soaps and perfumcs, 
however, which fall within the 
province of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Induatry. 


THE HISTADRUT'S department 
store chain, Hamashbir La- 
tzarchan takes pride in selling a 
high proportion of jocal goods, 
nearly 90 per cent, and even holds 
an annual ‘From Israel With 
Love" promotion week of Israel- 
made goods. Yet, when It held a 
press conference recently, its gift 
to each journalist was a Ballograf 
ball-point pen '‘Made in Sweden" 
“- hut carefully embossed here 
with the chain's name in the 
Hebrew. 

Israel is, of course, not the only 
country which has to fight the lure 
of imports. When 1 visited the 
prosperous United States last 
year, I was so taken with a sign on 
a New York union headquarters 
that I jotted it down In my ever- 
handy green notebook. The si 
read; “Defend American Skills, 
Limit Imports. Demand Union 
Goods and Services." 


WE MUST guard ourselves 
against the lure of imports, lest 
we fall into the embarrassing pit- 
fall of the British Parliament, 
which recently found itself in the 
“‘grent china scandal,’ It seems 
that the House of Commons tea- 
room had ordered itself a new tea- 
service of the famed German 
Rosenthal chinaware, without — 
so it la said — even getting an es- 
timate from any of the no legs 
famous British manufacturers, 
There was quite a atorm in the 
parliamentary teapots, as you can 
well imagine, 

I fervently trust that our own 
Kneasot Members take tholr toa in 
Jerusalem in the perfectly respee- 
table cups of Na'aman or Lapid or 
some other Israel! firm.

ITS IMPRESSIVE and rather 
alluring title notwithstanding, this 
book is essentially a monologue —

What is 
unforgivable in a work of this kind 
15 lack of cogency of argument — 
and this lack ig there in plenty in 
the book under review. 

A good deal of the difficulty, 
again, results from the greatly un- 
even nature of the contents. Of the 
three chapters of the book, for in- 
stance, tho first, “From Hoasidism 
to Theology," offera a timely and 
exceéllont critique of Martin 
Buber's brand of Hassidism—with 


as guide, to theology. Chapter 


Two, which comprises more than 


a half of the book, is entitled 


“Franz Rosenzweig — Today's 
Guide for the Perplexed.'’ 


However, instead of giving the 
perplexed reader an idea of

mulating his Thirteen Articles can 
hardly stand the test of an: 

serious scrutiny, especially since 
Jewish acholarship today — since 
Solomon Schechter and Alexander 
Marx — is generally agreed that 
Maimonides didn't write the Thir- 
teen Articles. However, Supposing 
for the sake of argument that it is 
correct and valid, does this not 
refute Rabbi Maybaum’s whole’ 
argument? How could a 
“medievalist" and ‘‘a prisoner of 
the Arabic language" such ag 
Maimonides was produce go

Books in Bottles ©

“IT'S ALL GOOD STUFF. Pick 
where you like," the bookstall 
owners used to cry as we rum- 
maged among their dusty wares 
in the street market. 

The “8 Book Exhibits" show, 
organised by the U.S. Cultural 
Center at the Israel Museum 
Library, is all good stuff — 
wherever you look — and even 
resembles a market stall to some 
extent in Its rather haphazard 
arrangement. This, I felt, was all 
to the good since it encourages the 
visitor to browse rather than 
adopt the usual Israeli attitude of 
open-mouthed, uncritical wonder 
before any cultural manifestation. 

. The most interesting exhibit is 
the ‘50 Books of the Year 1978" 
show, chosen by the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts or, 


rather, by a jury of outstanding 
designers. They seem to have a 
sounder approach than the juries 
who choose the Israe] Book Fair 
prizewinners, the American selec- 
tors eschewing novelty at the ex- 


pense of the production and 


presentation of the text. We, on 
the other hand, have promoted 
boxes of tricks like the Vasarely 
“book'' or odd formats like the 
Kafka album with it's difficult-to- 
read narrow setting. 

There is something rather 
pathetic about being. remorseless- 
ly avant-garde in the (1928)

THE THEATRE for Children and 
Youth seems to have found the 
answer to the age-old question of 
how to teach young people good 
literature without making them 
hate literature for the rest of their 
lives. ‘The Melody Returns" is a 
pleasant relaxed casy-on-the-ear 
evening of poems by Nathan 
Alterman. No teacher of 
literature, however talented and 
enthusiastic (and having attended 
a performance where the 
audience consisted mostly of 
teachers, and having seen their 
bored faces, I doubt many of them 
are), could make poetry as attrac- 
tive as the eight young men and 
women who recite and sing and 
‘accompany themselves on 
guitars. 
- Arle Navon has designed a 
set which consists mostly of 
microphones, a small forest of 
chrome stands topped with the 
strange fruit of rubber-coated 
mikes, cords snaking all over the 
stage, around the platforms, at the 
foot of a screen on which lines 
from poems and quick illustrative 
sketches are projected.

Orna Porat, who heads the 
Israeli children’s theatre and also 
directed the show, introduced only 
one change for the Hamburg per- 
formance. The storyteller who sits 
throughout in a corner of the 
stage, speaking and producing 
sound effects, spoke German in- 
atead of the original Hebrew. The 
storyteller was Orna Porat herself 
speaking her native language. 
The Israeli performers found 
themselves in Hamburg in the 
company of players from Russia, , 
Turkey, Japan, Iran, Poland, 
Yugoslavia, ond thus had a
